5 con- Times, Herald Tribune, Post, Journal American , 
World Telegram & Sun- filed on new play by George Tab - 
ori, staged by Tad Danielewski, presented by Stratton Pro- 
ductions-Liska March with Viveca Lindfors, Russell Nype, 
David Hurst, Several enjoyed hurst's performance in the 
comic fantasy, but most panned athor's ability to write 
satire. Atkinson, Times, found Kurst consistently amusing, 
though Lindfors was restless, diffuse and unintelligible, with 
the director compounding felony of author by keeping every- 
thing moving at helter-skelter pace, Kerr, Herald Tribune, 
panned entire proceedings summing up by noting most of 
the laughs were in title. He noted that play originally done 
in London for Peter Sellers may have lost much humor in 
being rewritten for Lindfors, Watts, Post, called it plain 
dismal with author having no gift for wit, comic pungency, 
or satirical sharpness, McClain, Journal American, felt 
the author had a fine flair for both the ridiculous and an 
almost equal lack of taste, but fine cast cannot save _ the 
inept fantasy. Critic wondered why Lindfors or Nype would 
take selves and audience within shadows of Brooklyn Bridge, 
for if they are trying to get away from it all, including aud - 
iences, they have succeeded, Aston, WTS, found a few funny 
spots, but feared script lacked point of view. 


An Evening of European Theatre with Maria Fein- 
4lst St- 4/25 & 5/2. 3 con- Times, Post, World Telegram 
Sun- filed on one woman reading presented for two Mon, per- 
formances by Robert Kalfin -Mary Jean Parson, Austrian 
actress read in English selections from Mary Stuart, Anatol, 
Macbeth, Mrs Warren's Profession, Gelb, Times, noted that 
in the Mary Stuart scene she played seven parts, each ina 
different voice and all in a Viennese accent, The program 
was really very funny, but Fein appeared to be in deadly ear- 
nest, Times man concluded, Carr, Post, thought only in the 
first scene were a majority of the lines able to escape alive, 
the overall effect of Fein's delivery is to leave you feeling 
as if you had just listened to a minuet played on a steam cal- 
iope. Krisher, WTS, suggested performance might be inter- 
esting in German which is more suited to such histrionics, 
but falls short of mark in English, 


Port Royal- Grace Church-loth & Broadway 4/24 & 
5/1. Gelb, Times, recommended performance of play by Henry 
de Montherlant, translated from French by Jonathan Griffin, 
staged by Herbert Berghof with Uta Hagen, Philip Bourneuf , 
for two Sun eve performances, In a conventional Broadway 
theatre the play, which is in the repertoire of the Comedie 
Francaise, would probably be hard to take as it is almost 
pure talk, but in a church, with all its implicit and explicit 
grandeur, the talk is often interesting, reviewer explained. 
Visually production is serenely beautiful, though elegantly 
detailed pieces of flat scenery blend with the arches and col - 
umns of the church proper. Also second act costumes and 
extras seem as if everyone ran out of time, talent and money 
when it came to furnishing the second act, Gelb concluded, 
Play with Equity cast of 46 was given for benefit of Grace 
Church School,

7 pro-with 
4 raves- filed on NY City Center Light Opera Co, revival of 
1947 musical hit with book by E Y Harburg and Fred Saidy , 
lyrics by Harburg, music by Burton Lane, staged and choreo- 
graphed by Herbert Ross with Jeannie Carson, Biff McGuire, 
Howard Morris, Bobby Howes, Carol Brice, Sorrell Booke, All 
cheered cast, songs and lyrics, though some had minor reser- 
vations on book, Rave reviews voted by Herald Tribune, News, 
Mirror, Journal American, Crist,, Herald Tribune, enjoyedthe 
pleasing revival with able performers, clever costumes and 
sets to do songs that can't miss, plus dancing to match with 
wit and imagination, Watt, News, cheered first rate cast and 
vibrant singing and dancing ensemble, Some of the dialogue 
lags but thanks to Gov, Faubus insistent efforts it is still tim- 
ely. Coleman, Mirror, covered a preview performance and 
reported the sprightly song and dancer is still in fine fettle, 
with book still having lots of imagination and zip, lyrics zest- 
ful and score a joy, O'Connor, Journal American, believes the 
1960 revival is better than either 1947 original or 1955 City 
Center revival, faster, livelier, timelier, better acted, sung 
and danced, In milder tone Gelb, Times agreed score was 
fetching and well presented by enthusiastic cast, but noted 
that book was not as fresh as a daisy, Watts, Post, enjoyed 
everything but the updating of lyrics to include references to 
Liz and Eddie and the Gabors, Aston, WTS, approved of the 
workmanlike revival, but felt that the book now seems to bare 
down on racism more than original, 


West Side Story- Winter Garden- 4/27. 7 pros- 6 of 
them raves- filed on return of 1957 musical after 10 month 
road tour following its three yeir run on Broadway, Leonard 
Bernstein lead opening night performance of his musical with 
book by Arthur Laurents and lyrics by Stephen Sondheim, dir- 
ected and choreographed by Jerome Robbins with Carol Law- 
rence, Larry Kent, and Allyn Ann McLerie replacing Chita Riv- 
era. Sole word of negative criticism was from Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, on the book which he continues to find curiously for- 
malized, less than moving. But he also raved about rest of 
the show, especially the dances which come up like geysers 
through floor or city and for Robbins! stunning uses of virtual 
silence, Atkinson, Times, marked it a major achievement of 
American musical theatre with impeccable taste of music , 
lyrics, story that seems astonishing;the performance as vital 
and entrancing as originally, Chapman, News, reprinted his 
own Sept 21,1957 rave notice heralding the bold, new kind of 
musical theatre, and could find no reason to disagree with him- 
self, Coleman, Mirror, nominated it as one of the standout song 
and dancers of our time,a vertible tornado of most exciting 
dancing on Broadway. Carr, Post, agreed show still retained 
its crackling excitement after road tour, McClain, Journal 
American, labeled it a classic, reaffirming its 1957 raves,a 
very real tribute to the best in modern music, Saffran, WTS, 
also billed it a modern classic, having acquired solidity and 
timelessness, 


Christine- 46th St- 4/28. 7 con filed on new musical 
by Pearl Buck-Charles Peck, Jr, based on Hilda Wernher's 
"My Indian Family" with music by Sammy Fain, lyrics by 
Paul Francis Webster, presented by Oscar S Lerman-Martin 
& Walter Cohen, Hanya Holm staged musical and dance num- 
bers, No director was listed in program, though Jerome Chod- 
orov and latter Cy Feuer worked in this capcity, Cast headed 
by Maureen O Hara, Nancy Andrews, Phil Leeds, Bhasker.

never satisfying emotionally, Coleman, Mirror, summed it as 
well-meaning and dull, Watts, Post, agreed it was a well- 
meaning and inadequate vehicle, McClain, Journal American 
marked it a water-downed King and I with many gifted people. 
Aston, WTS, found it promising and so disappointing.

The 
East Broadway Playhouse remodeled for the Folksbiene Hebrew 
Theatre is a handsome, comfortable, compact showcase which 
isn't as hard to get to as it might at first seem,

The "Tony" Awards this year have stirred a wave of 
criticism with vocal unhappiness charging everything from 
rigged and secret selections to sentiment swaying the un- 
named electors. The facts are simply that the 45 member 
Board of Governors of the American Theatre Wing select 
“outstanding contributions to the current season" , not "bests", 
As their own selections, short of payola, they are entitled to 
pick whoever they want in whatever classification they want. 
Critics of their selections have endowed the "Tony" Awards 
with an official status it may want, but does not claim, If 
some other group and/or individuals want to have their own 
award system for the NY theatre with industry wide elections 
they are free todo so. But they must also accept the criticism 
of those who do not agree with their choices. Awards at best 
only help the egos of the winners and until a system is set up 
sO everyone wins an award , everyone will be a critic in this 
department.
